Harding has encountered n phase 


ot official life, that perhaps is little 
understood by the. outside world but 
which involves personal 
emhi'.rrass- 


ments and murmurs of criticism that 
makes the problems of a. chief execu- 
tive worrisome from the start. 


First and foremost is the peculiar 


situation surrounding the appointment 
ot Dr. C. K. Sawyer, as Brigadier 
General in the army in order that he 
might serve as White House physician. 
Everybody In Washington has come to 
know in recent years how -necessary it 
is that there be a physician at tin: 
White House not merely to care for 
the president in the event of 'illness 
hut to see to it that the chief executive 
apportions his Umo between work and 
play so he will not suffer a physical 
bienkdown. 


When President Harding was faced 


with the question, be wanted, ot course 
to retain the services of his family 
physician. Dr. Sawyer of Marion, Ohio. 
hut there "was no way of attaching ;i 
private individual 'o thn White House 
staff. 
Admiral Carey T. Hrayson was 


already in the United States navy and 
it was" a simple matter to have him de- 
tailed as a naval aide to President Wil- 
son- The controversy over Dr. l> ray- 
son' however had nothing to do with 
iiis selection as White House physician 
hut niMiubllttin Senators said.it. was 
wron" to give -him the promotion to the 
rank of admiral. Since tbat^ime. how- 
ever, there h^s been a change of feeling 
and 'the same Republican Senators to 
,-i man confirm the nomination of Dr. 
Sawyer to be Brigadier Ocneral even 
though the latter had previously uot 
heen an officer in the army at all. The 
Democratic senators of course, feeling 
that the Grayson precedent was justi- 
fied could offer uo objection. 


Round-About Method 


But beneath it Is the fact that the 


president of the Vnlted States must re- 
sort to the round-about process of ap- 
pointing :i man either tn high rank in 
the army or navy to set the services 
of the physician be desires-. Mr. Hani- 
in- is not unmindful of the fact. too. 
that there are lots of army officers 
who served' overseas feeling pretty blue 
nowadays because tbfr have just been 
compelled to take the stars of the Brig- 
adier General's rank from their shoul- 
ders nnd put on HIP insignia of lower 
rank. 
But how elsf was Mr. Harding 


to get Dr. Sawyer on the White Honw 
staff nxcept to mlikf him a military or 
naval- aide? The fault really lies In 
the failure of Congress to provide the 
While House with an iipproprinlion for 
a physician to tflko care not only of 
the president but of his household.

The writer of these articles is much 


encouraged in his effort to interest the 
public in tlfe study of the most valu- 
able book in the world—the Bible, by 
numerous commendations and expres- 
sions 
of appreciation 
from 
persons 


whose opinions he highly esteems. Ig- 
norance of the Bible among otherwise 
intelligent people is deplorably 
com- 


mon. Out of a large graduating class 
in a woman's college not one could 
tell who wrote the Bool; of the Acts. The 
principal of 0110 of the public schools 
in u large city of Ohio asked me who 
it was that said. "Cleanliness is next 
to godliness." Her Sunday school sup- 
erintendent thought it was Paul, but 
she believed it WHS John; and neither 
of 
them could find it. 
They 
had 


"searched the Scriptures." I was glad 
to assure her that she wns right, that it 
was John, but not one of the Bible 
Johns—it 
was John Wesley. 
Like 


many other .wise sayings, it is'nor. in 
the Bible, hut it is good enough to be 
there. It was horn out of the Bible's 
influence; but God has not limited wis- 
dom and goodness of .thought even to 
the sacred scriptures. 


Ignorance of the Bible is not con- 


fined to the multitudes who never read 
it 
Many claim to be "great students 


of the Biblo'' who really know little 
about this divine library, because their 
study of it is wholly from a partisan 
standpoint. 
They 
have inherited 


theology, or else made one of their 
own. 
and they go to the scriptures to 


find words here or there or.anywhere, 
which may be quoted in supposed sup- 
port of 
their theory. 
They do not 


study the Bible in an impartial, .scien- 
tific way,' as -they would be obliged to 
do with any other literature in tlic 
world, if they expected to stand 
examination on its real metuifcig. Texts 
taken without any regard whatever for 
the original writer's thought-texts torn 
out by the roots from the context, are 
:logmatiuilly affirmed to prove their 
point. 


In that way slavery was once de- 


fended as a divine 
institution,, the 


Mormons propagated polygamy-as hav- 
ing God's sanction, 
and the 
'liquor 


traffic justified itself, all 
by 
citing 


texts from the Bible. 
A,ml ,why not? 


Did not Satan himself quote scripture 
to .Tesus when trying to tempt Him to 
sin?

ing a reduction of space between build-

Judge Thnmus flayed the code with 


its multitude of restrictions and fan- 
tastic notions and he said it would re- 
sult in the poor people having to foot 
the bill.

convenience and ventured the assertion 
ttiut many of those fostering that.plaii 
hart never seun a bath tub until they 
were middle aged as there were no 
such invention 50 years ago. 
' He said that, it would be just as 
reasonable for merchants to demand 
that a certain kind of carpet .or, win- 
dow shade be required put in every 
dwelling or the music dealer to de- 
mand that every home he required to 
purchase a piano. 


He pointed to the big profits of all 


business during the war and declared 
this move to be a selfish proposition. 
After inquiring who was demanding 
the bath tub provision ho. said he had 
a suspicion and then he directed atten- 
tion to the limited building space here 
as compared with Dayton and Colum- 
bus with their vast territory on all 
sides for expansion. He also wondered
